Do Good Crops Matter? 


It is significant that farmers and 
farmer organizations are not the only par- 
ties who have appealed to Ottawa to set 
the “pegged” price of wheat at 87!, cents 
a bushel. Boards of trade and other non- 
farmer bodies, and individuals not en- 
gaged in farming, have joined in to make 
up an unanimous plea from the west that 


the “bottom” of the market be established 
at this level, or even higher. For the rea- | 
son, of course, that all those who make a 
living in the west, and all those who have 
loaned money here as well, are vitally in- 
terested in the amount of money the 
farmer is to get for his wheat.
